Theſe premiſes, I truſt, may ſuffice, (if 
were no more to be iaid): forby them we may eaſilit 
keand proue, that there is a God which created the world, 
and all things therein; which preſerueth and vpholdeth 
the ſane with his mightie puiffance, ſupporteth the earth, . 
andall the creatures thereof with kis-providenceand hel- 
ping hand. Yea, beſide the Heauens and the Earth,which 
ve the worke of his hands, euery mans owneconſcience 
da plentifull y teach (as I faid before) 1hat there is a God, 
5 tobe feared. For, how ſoeuet many a man that hath © 
Þent hauf in wicked way, and moſt courſe, 
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could wiſhin his heartthere were no God, becauſehe ſ 
God no otherwiſe then in his vengeance : yea, how 
many a wicked perſon doth ſooth himſelſe in his wicked 
neſſe, and flattringly ſay vnto himſelfe (like the ſoole in 
the Plaknes) There « no God : yet at other times his one 
conſcience will ſoprouoke him, and enforce this matteg, 
( tbat there ts a God) that with horror and dread of him, it will 
make him quake, feare and tremble :'for the feare of him 
is ſo deepely printed in the natures of all men, as that it i 
impoſſible to ſhake it off. And (which is more) a ind 
of deuotion to worſhip him, being the Creator and preſers, 
ver of men, and of all things elſe, and the- prouident fatheꝶ 
of all, is planted and inſeparablie fired in the hearts of all 
men: though all men of all Nations know not how to wor 
ſhip him aright, and in ſuch ſort as he requireth, This is ma- 
nifeft by the examples of all Nations and people in the 
world, who all haue ſome one kind of religion or other, 
though all ſind not the right religion. All bee deuoted 20 
the worſhip of God, howſocuer all doe not find out the 
true Cod, nor his right maner of worſhip, but worſhip bim 
according to the deuices of their owne braine. Conſide · 
ring then that there is no Nation vnder the Sunne ſo bare 
.bareus (nor euet was) but aimed at the worſhip of God, 
and either worſhipped him, or ſomething elſe in his place: 
it — — be a moſt vaine and fooliſh conceit which 
Atheiſts ſometimes vtter; namely, chat religion is nothing 
elſe but a matter of policie, ora politike deuice of humane 
inuention: For it is cuident that religious affection to wore 
ſhip God ĩs naturally ſeated (and euer was) in the hearts 
of all men: and the conſcience of every man, euen of the 
greateſt ſcorner and contemaner of God, which ſometimes 
trembleth before his iudgement ſeate,doth abundantlyte- 
ſtiie that a religious deuotion of feare toward God is 
bred and borne with euery man, and therefore it ; 
any policie of humane invention: in as much as if then 
were no lawes of men, yet this religious affectiõ to won 
God, and the ſeare of him, would and doth remaine wit.

to heauen, mightily to feare and to be aſtoniſhed? None 
can ſay itisthe Jaw of men, for no law of men doth enfurce 
this attempt. But iris a naturall inſtinct of the feare of God, 
tuhom he hath offended, and whoſe vengeance hee drea- 
det, and from hom he thinketh ſuccour may come) ſea- 
ted in all mens hearts euen from their Natiuity, which doth - 
make him to feare, and cauſe him to ſecke to God for re- 
lug. Pet this therefore remaine firme ind moſt vndoub- 
, that the feare of the great God, and à religious diſÞofs 
nin to worſhip the ſame Gad, is not enforced by lawes of men, 
but naturally ſowen in the hearts of all men, though all find.

Herod then tooke his journey to Rome, and there he ob- 
tained to be created King of Iewrie, without any title or in- 
tereſt in the world: for that not onely his father in law, Hir- 
au was then liuing in Parthia, but alſo his yonger bro- 
ther Ariſt ob ulus, and three of his ſonnes, viz, Antigomu, 
Alrander, and Ariſtabulu) with diuers others of the bloud 
Royall in Iewry were aliue alſo, | . 
Herod then having procured by this meanes to be King 2b. lb. A 
oſlewrie, procured firſt to haue in his hands the King H- Antiq. 
eum, and ſo put him to death. Hee brought alſo to the 
ſune end his younger brother A riſtobulus, and his three 
fonnes like wiſe. He put to death alſo his owne wife c- 
ramnes, which was King Hircanm daughter, as alſo Alex- 
ira her mother, and ſoone after, two of his owne ſonnes 
which he had by the ſame ¶Mariamnes, for that they were 
ofthe bloud Royall of Iuda: and a little after that againe, 
— to death his third ſonne, named Antipater, He cauſed 
to bee ſlaine fortie of the cheefeſt Noble men of the 
ſme Tribe of Iudah, And as Philo the Jew (who liued at Philo i. a 
the ame time with him) writeth, He put to death all the temp. 
Sanbedrin ; that is, the twenty ſeuen Senators or Elders of 
be tribe of Iudah that ruled the people. He killed the chiefe 
ol che ſe of the Phariſies. He burned the genealogies of 
althe Kings and Prices of the houſe of Iudah, and cauſed 
one Nicolaus Damaſcenus, an wing — that was 
his ſeruant, to draw out a pedegree for him and his line, 
though hee had deſcended from the ancient Kings of Iu- 
Gh, Hee tranſlated the Prieſthood and ſold it to ſtran- 
And finally, he fo razed, diſperſed aud mangled t he 
of Iudah, in ſuch ſort, as no one it of government or 
| Icpalitie-remained therein. Now then in the 2 
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King Herod, and not till then was the Scepter, that is, the 
gonerfiment departedfrom Iudah;and thereforethen; and

Daniel the Prophet yet geeth necrerto worke,and ſore- 
ſhevrech euen the very day, and tune of the day when the 
Mie ſſias ſhould be ſlaine fon the ſinnes of his people: fot in 
the firſt ye ere of Darius, ſonne of Ahaſnerm, King of the 
Medes, about the time ofthe euening oblation, he praicdto 
bis God ſor the people and their deliuerance, in as much as 
then he perceiued that the ſeuentie yeeres of their captiui - 
tie(foretold by leremy) were now come to an end. 

So Daniel thus piaying, about that time of the eueni 
Oblation.God ſent his Augell Gabriel to ſignifie and ſhew 
vnto him chat at che yeiy beginning of his ſupplications, 
the cõmandement came ſotił for the returne of che people 
from thein captiuitie, and to build againe Terufalem; and 

ſhe weib like wiſe, that as y people had now bin in the cap-

io conuince their ſo groſſe an opinion. For firſt, the timeis 
paſt long agoe'wherein' the Meſſias ſhould come, and yet 
no ſuch terreſtriall King as they dreame of, hath beenraig- 
ning in Jewrie : and therefore very experience and knows, 
ledge of the times might teach them to abandon ſo fooliſh 
aconceit, Daniel calleth him the eternall King, Micheas 
faith, hee ſhallraigne for euer: which cannot be ſuppoſedef 
an carthly kiogdams. Againe, Aide of mee ( ſaith God 
to his Sonne,the Arias ) and I will gine unto thee the bes- 
then for thine inheritauce,and the vttermaſt parts of the world 
for thy poſſeſſion, Which words doe fhew, that the Meſſias 
ſhould be an vniuerſall King, to rule not onely ouer the 
Iewes, but ouer the Gentiles alſo, euen ouer all the world. 
Againe it is ſaid, that he ſbailendare with the Sunne, and bo. 
fore the Moone from generation ta generation, hee ſpaliraigne 
from Ses to Ses unte the end of the world: A. Kingsſhall 
adore bim, and all nations foall ſerxe him, all tribes of the earth 
Gall be bleſſed in hiws, and all nations ſhall magnifie him. And 
it was told Abraham, that in his ſeed (that is, inthe Meſ- 
fias which ſhould come of his ſeede) all nations of the 
earth ſhould bee bleſſed: how then ſhould hee ouerthrow 
any nation for the Iewes ſake (as they dreame ) when all.

fire and burnt, Among the people of Cyprus, Texcru ſi- 
crificed humane ſacrifice vnto /wpiter, and left the ſameto 
poſteritie to follow, To Diana likewiſe humane facrifices 
were offered, The like was done to Heſs and Textare;, 
Amongſt the Egyptians, three men à day which wee 
ſought out (ifthey were cleane) were ſacrificed to lux, 
Amongſt the Lacedomonians they were wont to ſacrifice 
a man to Mars, The Phenicians in the calamitous times 
of warre and. peſtilence, were wont to ſacrifice ynto $4 
turne their deereſt friends. The people called Curetz facris 
ficed children vhto Saturne. At Loadicea a virgin was ſicti 
ficed to Pallat. And among the Arabians, euery:yeere 
a childe was ſacrificed and buried ynder the Altar. Alſo 
the Thracians, Scythians, the Carthaginians, and almoſt 
all the Grecians (eſpecially when they were to goe to 
warre) ſacrificed à man. All barbarous Nations haue 
done the. like: yea, the Frenchmen and Germans: yea; 


the Romans themſelues did the like ſacrifice, as namely, 


to Saturne in Italie, a man was ſacrificed at the Altar: 
and not onely ſo, but hee was alſo ta be caſt downe from 1 
bridge intothe riuer Tyber. Dionyſins Halicarnaſſeu Wri- 
tech, that Jupiter and Apollo were marvellous angry, fot 
that the tenth part of men were not ſacrificed ynto them, 
and therefore ſought they revenge vpon Italy. Diodorm 
reporteth, that the Carthaginians when they were ouer- 
come of Agathocles King of the Sicilians, thought their 

ods to be angry with them, and therfore to appeaſethem, 

acrificed vnto them two hundred of the Noble mensSons 
ata time. O monſtrous crueltie! Who then can poſſibly 
be perſwaded otherwiſe, but that theſe gods of the Gets 
tiles{which they thus worſhipped and ſacrificed vnto)were 
meere diuels, conſidering that ſuch monſtroius, vnkind, ind 
: Inna 
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nnerit was the cuſtome that the Bride the firſt night after

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wnaturall ſlaughters of men (hich muſt needes. offend 
Cod the more) were the appeaſements of their anger and 
waath ? | 


Againe, theſe gods of the Gentiles were not onely well 
dwith the ſacrifices of the bloud of men, but alſo wel 


led and allowed of fornications, adulteries, and all vn- 
deannes : for at Alexandria the Image of Saturne was moſt 


tkwonly worſhipped, whoſe Prieſt nannt by name, 
ghrcertaine Matrons of the Citie, which hee had ſele- 
del out vnto that Image, or Idol, as being ſent for by their 
Ee there whẽ the lights were put out, had to do with 
in the name of that their god. Alſo among the Naſa- 


krmariage ſhould lie with all the gueſts, in honour of the ps. 
ſe Venus. Itherfore conclude, that thoſe gods of the 
iles which delighted in the ſlaughter ofmen,and like- 
ue in their ilthineſſe and vncleanneſſe, muſt needes bee 
wels: for the kind and righteous God can abide none of 
tlrſethings, as any mans one reaſon, fenſe, and vuderſian- 


lug may teach them. 


2 Another argument to proue that the gods of the 
Gentiles were diuels, is this: becauſe the Oracles which 
ey gaue forth in matters meerely contingent, were ei- 
Ele, or elie ſo ambiguous and vacertaine, as that they 
nere deceitfull, and therefore could not come from God, 
butfrom the diuel. This falſhood & deceitfulneſſe of their 
Oucles, Porphrry himſelſe, the great patron of Paganiſime, 
eflifiech in à ſpeciall booke of 


Herein he profeſſeth that hee hath gathered truly withour reſponl, 


iddtion'or detraction, the Oracles that were molt famous — 
before his ti me, with the falſe and vncertaine euent there= 
lin conſideration of which cuent, bee ſetteth downe his 
une iudgement of their power in predictions after! this 
manner :. 7 he god doe forerell fore naturailubmgs to come, 
fir that they obſerue the order of thrir naturull cauſes : bus in 
lng which are contingeut, or dee depend vpon mans Wil, 
by baue but contetures, onely in that b their ſubrattie and. 
alem they prevent vs e but pet they aftentimre lie; and dew:

beene as good neuet to come at them to inquire 0 
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reine vs in both — that as natural thing are vl 
ble, ſo mans will is more mutable. Thus farre Porghyri 
ofthe prophecies of his gods : whereunto agreeth 
Heathen among the Grecians, named Oenomars, who ſor 
that hee had been much delighted with Oracles,andmore 
deceiued, wrote alſo a ſpecial booke in the end oftheirfal. 
ſhoods and lies; and yet ſheweth, that in many things 
wherein they were deceiued, it was not eaſie to conuince 
them of open falſhood, for COIs + they would in. 

ſcurities, æqui. 
uocations, amphibologies, and doubtfulneſle, as that zl. 
.waies they would leaue themſelues a corner wherin to ſaue 
their credits. As for example, when Cræſiu that famous and 
rich King of Lydia, conſulted with the Oracle of 
whether he ſhould make war againſt the Perſians, & there. 
by obtaine their Empire; the Oracle gaue anſwerethus:/f 
Cre ſus without fear ſhall paſſe ouer Halys, (which wasati- 
uer that lay betweene him and Perſia) hee ſhall bring tocon- 
fuſion a great and rich Kingdom. V pon which words Creſis 
paſſed ouer his army, in hope to get Perſia, but hee loſt Ly. 
dia hisowne kingdome, and ſo was deceiued by that vncer- 
taine Oracle. 

Like anſwer gaue the Oracle of Apollo to Fyrrbu King 
of Epirus, demãding whether he ſhould proſper in the war 
againſt the Romans, for it was dcliuered in theſe words; . i 
te Macida Romanos vincere poſſe ] ſay that the ſon of Ea- 
cus the Romans may ouercome. Vpon which Oracle, Py7r- 
rhus the ſonne of Æacus thinking to be the c6queror, was 
himſelfe yanquiſhedby the Romans. 

A number more ſuch Oracles there were, wherewith 
the world was deceiued, that truſted them: but I neede not 
recite them, for (as itappeareth) the Oracles and anſwers 
which their wicked ſpirits gaue foorth in matters future 
and meerely contingent, were ſuch as might bee taken and 
conſtrued two waies, and therefore their worſhippers (f 
they had beene wiſe to haue noted their cunning and de- 
ceitfull anſwers, containing no certaintie at all) they had 
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ri WH ante future: for they had ſuch ambiguous anſwers, as 
me, W whetbychey mightreinaine as doubtfull, and as vnreſolued 
(= zsthey were at ſt, and fo depart home as wiſe as they 
for 


came,or rather more fooles then when they went. But what 


ae might be che reaſon why theſe diuels or diveliſh ſpitits, 
tal. ue no certaine anſwers to their worſhippers in theſe mat- 
ng: WH er ſuture, whereof they were demandec? 

* The teaſom is manifeſt, for no doubt they would if they 
lin- could, that ſo their credit might haue been the more, But 
l. dus a thing not ia their power, but onely teſerued vnto 
1 God, to know and foretell certainely the things that are to 
lave BY ane: for herein God prouoketh all the gods of the Gen- 
ud WY desto make triall and experience of their power in theſe, 
ob, WH vords: Declare vnro vs (faith he) her hat enſue hereafrer, 
mw and thereby wee ſhall know that yee are gods indeed, Which £/ay 4.23 
0 ſhewerh that the certaine foretelling of things future, doth 


manifeſt a diuine power, whereoftheſe diuelliſh ſpirits are 
notpartakers: for had theſe wicked ſpirits ſuch a power 
inchem, as certainely to know and foretell ſuch things as 
nere to comeʒout of all doubt they would then haue giuen 
luchcerraine, plaine, and vndoubred Oracles and anſwers 
this behalfe, as would haue purchaſed them euerlaſting 
gedit in all the world. But now the falſhood and vncer- 
untie and deceitfulneſſe of them, haue got them iuſtly per- 
| 7 diſcredit in all the world, and manifeſted them to 
do better then lying ſpirits, whoſe worſhippers were mi- 
ſribly deluded by them (as euen the Heathen themſelues 

have reflified,) {2 
Having thus briefly, yet I cruſt ſufficiently, difprooued 
the religion ofthe Genriles;as being a cruel, wicked, falſe 
hing, * deceitfull religion, hauing in it no certainty at 
il whereupon men might reſt, or aſſure themſelues; it re- 
muineth no that 1 ſhew and prooue againſt them the 
tuch of the Chriſtian religion, which wee profefſe, Where 
thefirſt argument, to ſhew the powerfull and vndoubted 
ruth thereof, ſhall be this : namely, the confeſſion of the 
of the Gentiles, that is, of Diuels and helliſh Spirits 
ues, who haue ca I thereof, _ 
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their owne worſhippers, eſ _ when the time of Chriſt 
his appearing in the warld(whoſhould bee the light ofthe, 
Gentiles) drew neert and approched. For the manifeſts. 
tion whereof, rwo Oracles of Apollo may ſuffice 3: the one 
whereof. was to a Prieſt of his one that demanded him 
of true religion, and of God : to whom heanſwered thus. 
Suld us in Thu- in Greeke : O thow unh ippie Prieft why doeſt thouashe mee 
li Porphyr. God, that is the Father of all things, and of thi moſt rene 
& Plut. de ord- Kings deare and only Sonne, and of the Spirit that containeth 
6ahs, all? &c. Alas thut ſpirit will enforce mee ſhortly to leane thi 
habitation and place of Oracles. The other Oracle was to 

Augnfim Ceſar, euen about the very time that Chiiſt n 
9 to appeare in the fleſn: forthe ſaid Emperovr now, 
drawing to age, would needes goe to Delphor, and there 
Jearne of Apollo who ſhould raigne after him, and uhat 
ſhould become of things when hee was dead. Apollefora 
great while would make no an{ſwere,notwithſtanding Aw 
geſt had. been very liberallin making the greatſatriſoe 
called Hecarombe : but inthe end when the Emperourbe. 
gan to iterate his ſacrifice, and to bee inſtant for an anſwer, 
Apollo (as it were enforced to ſpeake) vttered theſe ſtrange 

Suida in vita Words vnto him: An Hebrew child that raleth ouer the bleſ- 
Augufti, fed gods, commanideth mee to leaut this habitation, and aut 
NICH. lib. . of hand to get me to hell. But yet doc then depart infilence 
bite cap. 7. from our altars. Thus it appeateth, that this Hebrew child 

(which is our Chriſt Ieſus) hath power ouer the gods of the 
Gentiles, to command them vnto hell, from — they 
came, to enioyne them ſilence, and to remoue them ſrom 
thcir habitations: and therefore the Religion oſthis power 
full Ieſus (whereof hee is the author) muſt needs, euen by 
the.acknowledgementof the Diuelsthemſelues (whom he 
doth command) be the true religion. 

- 3 Another argument ofthe Diviniticand truth thereof 
is this: namely, that ĩt hath remoued by the puiſſant force 
thereof, all the gods of the Gentiles, in deſpight oſ them, 
ceaſed their Oracles, and driven them cleane out of the 
earth, ſo that now they are no where to bee found. And ſo

thecarth. The truth" whereof, all the world doth no ſee 
dlettely to be certaine and vndoubted by the euent. 
The Oracles and anſweres of theſe gods, euen in Ciceroes 
tive (as Cicero himſelfe witneſſeth, who lived ſomewhat Cicero 3b.de 
defore the comming of Chriſt) began to ceaſe: and at laſt diuin.2. 
by letle and little they ceaſed altogether, and were vtretlie 
eninct. It is reported that in Egypt( when Chriſt was there 
with / oſeph and his mother Mary) al the Idols of that foo- Pohd. lil. 5. 
ih and ſuperſtitious Nation fell downe'of their one ac- . 
cord. Afterwards, in the time of the Emperour A diam, 
ill ſactifices vnto thoſe gods ceaſed as alſo the Oracle of 
Apollo, and all other Oracles became dumbe, Wherefore 
lavenal faith, Ceſſant oracula Delphis, that is, The Oracles Nuenal. 
ceaſe at Delphos. And another Poet faith: 
Erceſſere omnes adyt is, ariſque relictis, N Lucan, 
Dy, quib as impe rium hoc ſtoterat, c. that is: All the gods 
hereby this Empire ſtood, haue departed from their 
Temples,and left their Altars and place of their habitation. 
Platarch affirmeth the like, & is much buſied to ſearch out Prh. de 
the cauſe and reaſon of the ceaſing of their Oracles, who defect oratu- 
being a Heathen was much troubled herewith, geſſing at 
the matter, & vainely deuiſing fond conceits in his brame, 
rotable indeede to pearce into the very cauſe thereof. But 
Perphyrie (euen that great patron of Paganiſme, and ene- 
mie of Chriſtian Religion) can teach him or any other the 
me cauſe thereof, ſhewing them that ſince the comming 
of leſus, their gods are dumbe, and can doe them no good, 
but all are gone and depatted from them. His words bee 
theſe: Nunc vero mirantur (inquit) {5 tam mult 95-annes cia gp ad.

(who were their owne Prophets, and higlily reuerenced of 
all the world) they muſt alſo beleeue out Goſpell, and the 
Chyiſtian — to be the onehy true religion, Laſtly, the 
Gentiles might haue the vuderſtanding of Chriſt the Meſ- 
has by the Hebrew Scriptures, which were in the Greeke 
language divers ages before Chriſt was borne, For Prolomy 
King ot Egypt, which had the famous Librarie, was ſludi- 
ouſly inquifitiue to ſearch out the originall of all Nations 
and religions, and hee found that the people of the Iewes 
was the moſt ancient, and that they onely had the moſt cer- 
taige and vndoubted hiſtory of the creation of the world: 
and thereforehe ſent vnto them, rofend to him from leru- 
lalem ſeuenty men, by whofe helpe che ſacred Bible might 
be tranſlated our of Hebrew into their rongue, which was 
done 2 As alſo the Gentiles might have know - 
ledge of this Meſſias either by acceſſe into the Iewiſh coun- 
rie, or by the acceſſe of the Iewes into their Countrie: as 
namely, by their long bondage in Egypt, as alſo their long 
captivitie in Babylon, c. But I conclude this matter thusʒ 
dich the Prophets ofboth Ie ves and Gentiles (that is to ſay, 
the Prophets of all the world) haue giuen full, plaine, and 
evident teſtimony of Ieſus Chriſt, the ſonne of Cod, that 
therefore his religion is the onlie true religion, and all other 
tobe teiected and deteſted-. 

5 That religion which is moſt ancient is the true religion 
(for truth was firſt, in ſo much as error is nothing elſe but 
the corruption of truth, ox wandering from truth: but the 
religion whereof Chriſt is the author, is the molt ancient 
in as much as Chriſt the author thereof is the moſt ancient 
of dajes, being the Sonne of God, as alſo becauſe he is te- 
flified of by the Hebrew records, which are the moſtanci- 
ent writings in the world:) Ergo, the Chriſtian religion is 
that which muſt needes bee the onely true religion in the 
world, Fot it is a true ſaying of 7 ertallum, ¶ erum quod pri- 
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. quod poſterius adulterimmu eft : That ts tri 
i fir; and that is adulterate which is not the firſt. Thardhe 
Hebrew records doo teſtiſie and foreſhew Chriſt to come; 
is declared before in the ſecond Chapter, and none tan de- 
ny it. For he was promiſed to Adam, the ſirſt man that ever 
God made,ynder the name of the ſecede of the woman, that 
ſhould breake the Serpents head: he was foretoldto A 
ham, that he ſhould come of his ſeed, in whom all the Nati- 
ons of the earth ſhould be bleſſed. | 

Jacob foretold of him, calling him $b4/o, and that het 
ſhould be the expectation of the Oentiles. Cod telleth Ai. 
ſes of him, and — to him, that hee ſhould be th 
Prophet, whoſe voice all ſhould heare and obey t. Conſ 
dering then that he is come, and that he is the very ſame that 
was foretold by the writings of Aoſes, and by the Hebrew 
records, which are the moſt ancient records of the world, I 
conclude, that his religion (whereof he is the author)is the 
onely true religion. | 
The antiquitie ofthe Hebrew hiftorie to be long before 
all other, is acknowledged by the Heathen themſelſues, and 
therefore I nced not to ptoue it: onely this I ſay, chat Expe- 
lemus and Euſebius alſo doe ſay, that letters (Which are the

Againe, hee ſendeth fuch as would 
know of him whether hee were the true CMeſſias,tothe 
ſcriptures of the Iewes, ſaying thus: Search the Seriptene, 
for they are they that teſtifie of mee. So that Chriſt, Moſes, 
the Plalmes,and the Prophets, in a word, the whole Co- 
nicall Scriptures of the Iewes doe goe arme in arme, aud be 
linked together like inſeparable friends that will not hee 
ſundred: and therefore the one is alwaies a prooſe forthe 
other;as likewiſe a diſproofe ofthe truth of the one, ini diſ. 
proofe of the other: and therefore is it, that though the in- 
credulousTewes bee ſo falſe in friendſhip, as that they will 
not (through ynbcleefe) take part with the Chriſtians yet 
the Chriſtians bee more firme, and wil hold with theScrip- 
tures of the Iewes to the death. Now ifthere were no moe 
to proue the Diuinitie of Chtiſt, but the great and wonder- 
full miracles which hee did(fome whereof were ſoch asne· 
uer any did before, nor could doe but God onely)ir wett 
ſufficicentto proffe him to be the Sonne of God, and that he 
came from the boſome of his Father. The great and many 
miracles that hee did(being famous not onely in ludea, but 
in all the Ronane Empire, and ſo ouer all the world) ate 
and were ſuch as none of the Heathen date doe, orean de- 
nie, but all acknowledge. And therefore ! contlude, that the 
Chriſtian religion, ptõceeding fromſo divine a power, and 
from one whoſe workes and wonders are aboue ill the 
world, is the moſt vndoubted true religion. | 
7 Chrift did neuer any hurt op earth, but hee did ma · 
uellous much good, hee healed aj manner of diſeaſes, hee 
cauſed the dumbe to ſpeake, the halt to goe, the bliud to 
ſee, and the deafe to heare: he tilled the raging ofthe winds 
and ſeas, gaue 755 to him that was borne blind, raiſed the 
dead to liſe agalne, caſt out diuels, knew mens * 


—— 
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and did ſuch workes as no man could doe; except God 
wetewith him, yea; except himſelfe were God. Moreouer, 
his life was ſuch, as none was able to accuſe him of any 
ſune, ſo pure and vnreprooucable was liee. Againe, the 
dodrine — taught was farre ſtoma worldly ſpitit, being 
moſt heauenly, moſt innocent, and moſt diuine, for neuer 
wymanſpakeas he ſpale, nor with ſuch authoxitie. Again, 
healwaies, pronounced that he fought not his owne glorie, 
_ deectuersare wont to doe) but the glorie of his ſa- 

+ and as he ſpake, ſo ĩt was indeed. The whole courſe 
ofdislife and deach, reſurrection, and aſcenſion deth ſhew 
theſawe : For when the Ie wes would haue made him an 
eanhly King, hee would none of it, but conueied himſelſe 
away, Iohn 6.15. teaching his Miniſters to doe the like: 
Juke 22.25. 26: for hee proclaimed that his kingdome 
was not of this world, Iohn 18.36. but that he came to do 
the will of his father. Ouer and aboue all this, hee was the 

teſt Prophet that euer was, and foretold diuers things 

j namelie, that he ſhould bee crucified of the Iewes, and 
the third day riſe againe: that leruſalem and the Temple 
ſhould'be deſtroyed ere that generation paſſed: that after 
tizaſcenſion, the holie Ghott ſhould come vpon his Di- 
aples aſſembled at Ieruſalem, and diuers others) all which 
de world doch know came to paſſe accordingly, And no- 
thing which hee hath ſpolen, but ic ſhall bee performed: 
forthere was neuer any fraud within his lippes, or ſalſehood 
withio his tongue. And therefore I conclude,that the Re- 
lgion of him (Who was moſt holie in his life, moſt harme- 
lle towards others, - moſt bountifull towards all, moft 
wonderfull in his workes, moſſ true in his prophecies, 
moſt heauenly in his doctrine, not ſauouring of any car- 
e ot worldly affection, nor by any way br meanes 
keking his owne glorie, but the glory of God, and to doe 
lvl of his Father) is and muſt needs he the onely true 
ion. 
5 W Another argument I frame thus; That religion which 
oceedeth vndoubtedly from God, is the true religion:

"God Ergo, & c. That it proceedeth vndoubtedlie ſtom 


God, I prooue thus: Eithet it muſt proceed from Cod, ot

and kingdome of the one, and fotbiddeth the reueng 
ſpirit of the other 8 men to loue their ene. 
mies, to doe good to them that hate them and perſecuie 
them) and it condemneth their wanton eie, and the adul. 
terous thougts of their hearts, and their couetous humour, 
admitting no yncleannes or impuritie, and forbidding al 
iniquitie and wickednes, be it neuer fo ſecrerot cloſe, Sith 
therefore it is ſo oppoſite and contratie to mens affeQions, 
wherewith naturally they bee carried, and that it commas. 
deth to be holy, euen gs God is holie; it is manifeſt, thatit 
can neither bee of mans deuiſing, nor of the diuels inuen- 
tion: it remaineth therefore, that it muſt needs be of God, 
and conſequently the only true Religion. | 
'9 — argument is this: that Religion whichteſpe- 
eth only the glorie of God, is, and mult needs bee the 
onely true Religion. But ſuch is the Chriſtian Religion for 
it alloweth not any man to glory in himſelſe, but ſheweth 
that x hoſoeuer glotieth, ſhould glorie in the Lord, i. Cor. 
1. 30. 3 l. Rom 4. 2. Therefore the Chriſtian religionis the 
only ttue religion. | | 
ro Laſtly, the ſpreading and 3 of the Goſpell 
of Chriſt over the vniuerſall world, when as all the world 
(both Iewes and Gentiles) were ſet and appoſed againft 
it, doth demonſtrate plentifullie and effectuallie, that ibe 
Chriſtian Religion proceeded from God, and that God 
is the author thereof: for if it had not had a God to proteſt 
and patronage it, and to make it paſſe currantly through 
the world;it muſt needs haue been vtterly ſuppreſſed and 
choked, euen in the ſpringing and fitſt riſing thereof.For 
after the aſcenſion of Chriſt Teſus into heauen, hat were 
his few Apoſtles( in the iudgement of reaſonable men)ible 
to doe, for the ſpreading and prevailing thereof,againſithe 
force and power of all the world, which was thenreadie 


bent wich all both furid and fraud, yiolence and yengeabth,

all 
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and with all their deuices which they could invent to . 
— ir? Or what eloquence had his few Apoliles to per- 
wade the world, or any therein, to the receiving and im- 
bracing of chat Chtiſſianreligion which they were appoin- 
ted to preach? They (as all men know) were reputed and 
knowne to be vnlearned men, but — chat they were 
uught and inſtructed by the ſpirit of God, hich ( accor- 
ding to the promiſe of Chriſt their Maſter) at the ame ap- 
painted, deſcended downe vpon them, being aſſembled at 
leruſalem; by which ſpirit they were inabled to ſpeałe all 
knguages,and imboldened to preach his Goſpell and reli- 
gion, in ſuch fort, and with ſuch puiſſant and divine wiſe- 
2 none ſhould be able to reſiſt chat ſpirit they ſpake 
by, howſocuer their perſons might be hindered, maleſted, 
rexed, and perſecuted. This, euen this is a wonder of won- 
ders, and an infallible demonſtration of the diuine vertue 
ofthe Chriſtian teligion, that it having ſo few to publiſh ir, 
id ſuch as they were, & being encountred by all the Prin- 
ers and Potentares ofthe world, it ſhould notwithſtanding 
fftrangely prenaile, as within a ſhort time to be vniuerſal- 
1 read ouer the face of the whole earth. Who can now 
t that it was protected, & preuailed by the power of 
God? for the power of all the world was againſt it: and if 
the Chriſtian religion had beene no better protected by 
Cod, then by men, alas it had periſhed long ago: yea, it had 
neverlived vntill this day, but it had been choked cuen at 
thefirſt yprifing,8& as it were in the cradle or infancie ther- 
of, Let all wits therefore throw downe themſelues, and let 
il tongues freely conſeſſe the divine vertue of the Chriſti- 
areligion,which could not be ſtopped or ſuppreſſed, but 
wo mighty, as that the power of all the world. and of all 
che diuels in hell joyning with them, was not able to ſlay 
tdecourſe and paſſage thereof, but that it did preuaile, and 
that within ſhort ſpace ouer all the earth. And therefore 
the Chriſtian religion(withour all doubt) is the onely true 
religion, which came downe from heauen, being brought 


byleſus Chriſt che true Meſſias, from the boſome of God 
Us Father. Of which(hauing ſo many & lo infallible argu- 
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ments 
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can doubt, except he will alſo doubt whethet che eye doch 
ſee, the eate dothuheare and ehe heatrdoth vnderſtindithe

lubezer and Hanmer, that ſucceſſiuely reigned after him in 
Anbia)chere were got and ſubdued to the Arabians,the re- 
gion of Oaza, the Citie of Boſtra in Arabia, Damaſcus, Phe- 
nicia, Egypt, Paleſtina, the Citie Ieruſalem, all Syria, Anti- 
och, Edeſſa, Me ſopotamia, all Perſia, yea, and in a manner al 
Afa. But Imay not forget the end of AMabomet, who in an 
eening fitting vp late in his palace, and hauing taken his fil 
akwine, wherein one of his companions had powred ſome 
iſon, felt his wonted ſickneſſe approching, and made 
ſorth, ſaying, he muſt needes depart to conferte with 
theAngell Gabriel, and goe aſide, leſt his glorious pre- 
ſence ſhould be an occaſion of their deaths: forth he went, 
ud remembring that a ſoft place was beſt for his falling 
ſckeneſſe, done he fell ypon a dunghill, groueling along 
nich great paine, foming at the mouth, and gnaſhing his 
teeth, The feine came about the dunghill, — im, 
wounded him ſore, and had eaten him vp, bad not his wife, 
ud others of his houſe heard the noiſe of the hogges, 
andreſcued the falſe Prophet. eAntoninu reporteth, that 
hee was not without ſundry diſeaſes, which intempemtte 
iet brought him: namely, the pluriſie, and a kinde of Le- 
thargie for oftentimes his — ſeemed to be taken from 
him, He continued drooping the ſpace of fourteene daies; 
atlength he departed this life. His belly had ſuch a ſwellin 
tat it ſeemed ready to burſt, and his little finger ward 
backwards, In the time of his ſicknes, he commanded them 
that were about him, that when breath departed his body, 
dey ſhuld not ſtraightway bury him: for he ſaid, that with- 
ia dee daies he would — into heauen: but hereby ap- 
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peared that he was a falſe Prophet, for t

hey kept him a 
the ground the third and fourth — Flores — 
arum teſtifieth) the ſpace of thirty daies, in great hope hee 
would riſe and aſcend according to promiſe; but they ſaw 
nothing, ſaving that they felt an intolerable ſtinch 1 that 
in great diſdaine(ſaith Antoninus Eum long 4 domibu pro- 
iecerunt, they caſt him farre from houſes, But his compani. 
ons(ſuch as conſulted with him, and concealed his falſhood 
and trecherie) remembring themſelues,' and iudging that 
the diſdaine of Mabomet would be their diſcredit, and his 
ſall, their foile and ſname, they fetch him a gaine, they cheſt 
him in an yron cofhn, (ſaith Sabellicus and Naxcleru )iley 
bring him vnto the famous Temple of Mecha(in which Ci. 
tie he was borne) with great ſolemnitie, as if hee had neuer 
been ſcared vpon the dunghill with fwine : they conuey to 
the roofe of the Temple mightie Loadſtones, they lift yp 
the yron coffin, where the loadſtones according to their na- 
ture, draw to them the yron, and hold it vp, and there hangs 
AMahomet on high. 

Thoſe that imbrace the religion of Mabomet, are called 
Saracens :for it was the pride of Mabomet to haue them ſo 
called, to aduance his own doctrine and profeſſion, becauſe 
he knew himſelfe — deſcended of / ſaael the ſonne of 

ereſore to auoid this reproch, hee 
bare the world in hand, that hee came of Sara the fee wo- 
man, the wife of Abraham, and called himſ{@te and his fol- 
lowers Saracens, Sabellicuiu writeth, that the Grecians of 
ſpire are wont tocall the Saracens, Agarens : forthat they 
came not of Sara, but of Arar. 


This Mahomet while he lined, vſed the companie of 
Sabel Eutad. 8. Chriſtians, ewes, and Infidels : Cr vt populartor eſſet eiu 
lib. 6.

lex, ex emnium gentium ſell is aliquid aſſumpſit : And to the 
end his lav might bee the more ſauoured, hee borrowed 
ſomething of euery Se, Satan furniſhed him with three 
inſtruments, as helpes to bring his miſchieuous intent 2. 
hour. The firſt was a Tew, a great Aſtronomer and a Magi- 
cian, who opened to him at large the Iewiſhfollies : the ſe· 


cond, one John of Antioch: the third, one Sergius 8 * 
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bothabominable heretikes. one plaid his part, To 
fatter the Chriſtians, he was content to be baptiſed of Ser- 
gin, and of theſe heretikes hee learned with the Sabellary gail Enead.s 
todenie the Trinitie, with the Manicheet to eſtabliſh two lib. 6. 
beginnin gs, with Eunomius to denie the equal power ofthe 
father and the Sonne, with Macedonius to call the holy 
Cholt a creature, and with the Nicolaites to allow man 
wives, and wanton luſt, Sergius the Monke alſo perſwaded 
Mahemet in his Alcoran(ſo is the booke of his law termed) Ant. chro part. 
to commend the humilitie of Chriſtian Monkes and 244-15.c4p.2. 
Prieſts : hee made him alſo deliuer the Saracens a Monkes 
coule, which they vſe to this day. Alſo inftar Monachorum 
multas gens ſiexiones, many duckings and crouchings like 
the Monkes, Aſarthiasa Mic houia addeth, that they vſe Matthias a 
ſhaving:and this no doubt was the Monkes doctrine. They tea. Ae Ser. 
commend the bleſſed Virgin Mary, confeſſe God to bee pr bx 
thegouernour of all things, and that Ieſus Chriſt was the lb.. 
Apoſtle of God, begotten by the Angell Fabriei on Mary Launic. de Turc. 
the Virgin, who neuer knew man, and that hee was greater 4.3. 
and worthier then man:they allow the miracles that Chriſt 
did, and the Goſpell (ſo farre forth as it agreeth with the 
Alcoran) and — and the 2 2 — correcting 
therein (ſo pre ſumptuous is the ſpirit) certaine errors. Hee . 
called te elſe ates and s hee was ſent of God to — 
ſupply the imperſections of all la es: hee fotbad his fol- 
lowers all pictures and images in their Temples, he forbad 
the eating of ſwines fleſh, hee commanded purifyings and 
waſhings, ad /iaviluudinem Iudeorum, after the manner of 
the Iewes. The Chriſtians haue Sunday for their Sabbath, 
the ewes Satetday, and A{abomet Friday, to diſſent from 
the Hebrewes and Chriſtians : or, as An oninus writeth, in 
the honour of Venus the Goddeſle of Arabia, thereby the 
nther to winne that country, people: and zhus it pleaſed 
lim to deuiſe a religion mixt of all theſe, to the end hee 
might haue of all religions ſome to build vp his kingdome, 
And indeede MAabamet tooke the aduantage of the time: 
ſor that time was a time of diſſenſion among Princes, and 
of diuiſion among. thoſe which called. chemſelues Chri- 
D 4 ſuans. 
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flians. Heracliut the Ermperour,and Choſdroes King of Per. 
fia wereat deadly enmitie, one warripg againſt another, 
The Scythian nation were of neither ſide, but at laftagaing 
both raiſing a power of themſelues, having Mahomet their 
ringleader. The Church was troubled with divers ſects and 
hereſies, as with Neſtorians, Iacobites, Monothelites, &c. 
And then was there contention amongſt the Biſhops, who 
ſhould haue the proud title of vniuerſall Biſhop, God was 
highly diſpleaſed with this wickednes, and ſuffered Nati. 
ons to riſe as a rodde or ſcourge to whip his people: for 
where the hedge is broken, there it is eaſie for the beaſts of 
the field to enter and ſpoile. Now the vanitie and falſchood 
of this religion may be proved thus, | 

1 Firſt, by the newnes of it: for it is but of late yeeres 


begun, and there was neuer any prophecie that did allow 


of ſuch a Prophet, or of the doctrine of ſuch a one. And 

therefore hee commeth in his owne name, and ſo conſ 
quently not to be receiued. Ky" 
2 Secondly, hee did no miracle at his comming, and 
therefore no reaſon that any ſhould beleeue on him, Hee 
ſpake vnto the Saracens of himſelfe: Von ſum miraculic aut 
indicys ad vos miſſus: I am not ſent vnto you with miracles 
and ſignes. There was no divine power ſhewed in all his 

actiſe. 

7 3 Thirdly, it is manifeſt that Mabomet was a falſe pro-

Tit.z-1.And therefore it is vndoubtedly ttue, that the Pope 
ofRome cannot claime it by any ſuch authoritie, Againe, 
the Biſhop of Rome canclaime no more authority by the 
poxer of the keies, or of binding and leokng, then any o- 
ber Biſhop elie where may doe: for the keies, that is to ſay, 
le power of opening and ſhutting, and of binding & loo- 
lug; Loh. 20. 2 2. 23. were giuen to all the reſtof the Apo- 
lies as well as to Peter. And conſequently for any Miniſter 
eithe Coſpell, thereby to claime authority aboue ano. 
ther; is abſurd: for they be all indifferently —— in one 
miſſion, and therefore haue all equall authority: and 
lereſore the Biſhop of Rome by vertue of the keyes, hath 
wmore authoritie then any other Biſhop hath; that is ro 
iy none at allco depoſe Princes. Their dutie is rather to 
— obedience themſelnes to them, and to teach the 

obedience to others as the Apoliles of Chriſt did. Yea, 
Chriſt himſelfe ſaid, his kingdome was not of this world: Tohn 
1836, Himſelſe likewiſe refuſed to be made a King: Iohn 
u Hmſelfe paid tribute vnto Cæſar, and commanded o- 
thets to giue the ſame, and al other duties of ſubiection and 
tedience vnto Cæſar· Mat. a 2.

are ſo farre from being Lay-mens bookes (as the Papiſts terme 
them) that they are no- better then teachers of lies, And 
Saint John himſelſe commandeth a'l Chriſtians to keepe 
themſelues from Idols: beſides, it is Idolatrie to pray vnto 
any but God: for Chriſt biddeth when men pray, not to 
call vpon the Virgin. Mary, nor any other Saint _ 
ted this life, but vpon God onely. hen pes pray, (lai 
hee) ſay thus : Our Father which art in heauen, crc, Againe, 
Saint Paul faith, How ſhall they call vpen him on whom 
they haue not beleened ee thereby, that faith and 
prayer goe together. We can call vpon none, but wee muſt 
conſequently alſo beleeue on him: but wee are to be- 
leeue on none but Godʒthereſote we may pray to none but 
God; and therefore the Church of Rome calling pon 
Saints departed, conumitteth groſſe idolatrie : forthe (crip» 
ture ſheweth, that God onely is to bee praied vnto. Be- 
fides, they teach in their idolatrous Maſſe, or Sacrament - 
ofthe Altar (as they terme it) after a certaine mumbling 
of words by the Prieſt, there-is no bread nor wine re. 
maining, but the very body and the blood of Chiift; and 
that peece of bread which is ſhewed (for bread it ill ap- 
pearcth to bee, forall their magicall mumbling) they com- 
mand to bee adored and worſhipped. To adore or wo 
any creature (ſuch as bread is) is jdolatrie-: the papill 
Church doth the ſame: Ergo, it is idolatrous, I haue pro- 
ued it before, that it remaineth bread after the conſectatiꝭ;

elf i a man. But to come to God ( from in hom not hing is hid) 
there is no need of a ſpokeſman,but of a deuout mind: for where. 
ſeeuer ſuch 4 one ſpeaketh to him, hee will anſwere him. The 
Church of Rome therefore, which accounteth not of the In. 4. ia. 
' fufficiencie and perfection of that one oblation of Chriſt, 
dor oſhis continuall interceſſion, cannot poſſibly bee the 
tue Church, 
6 The Papiſts in wordes will not denie but Chriſt is a 
King, which hath all power in heauen and in earth. But in- 
bet it appeareth they doe exile and baniſh him out of 
his Kingdome, or at leaſt leaue him but a ſmall portion, or 
nther none at all: forin reſpectthat he is a ſpirituall King, 
nd the King of his Church, hee is alſo (as Saint /ames ſpea- 
lech) the onely law-giuer thereunto, and therefore by his 
lunes onely, the Church is to be gouerned, which they can- 
notabide : ſor they adde their Popiſh Canons, Conſtitu- 
tons, and Cuſtomes, whereby they will haue the Church 
gouerned : yea they will have theſe take place, though 
j diſplace the word of God, for the maintenance 
ofthem,Secondly,Chrift onely is toraigne in the conſcien- 
een of men, and yet the Pope claimeth power to bind mens 
conſciences by his lawes, fiatutes, and decrees. Thirdlie, 
hee claimeth moſt 3 to bee the head of the whole 
miverſall Church, which title by way of prerogatiue is gi- 
den and attributed onely to Ieſus Chrift (to whom it onely Epbeſ-1.13, 
. But before I proceede any further herein, I

Firſt, to claime it a 
ſucceſſour to Peter, is impoſſible: ſor that Peter the Apoſtle 
neuer had any ſuch title, preheminence, or authoritie ouer 
the reſt of the Apoſtles. 

It is true that Chriſt ſaid to Peter (after hee had conſeſ. 
{ed Chriſt to bee that Chriſt the Sonne of che yay, "in 
Thos art Peter, and vpon thu rocke will I build my 
Theſe wordes hitherto giue no ſupetioritie to Peter aboue 
the reſt: onely they ſhew that the Church is builded vo ſe- 
per Petrum, ſed ſuper petram: not vpon the perſon of Pam iu 
open the roche: and vpon hat rocke? namelie, ypon that 
Chriſt Ieſus whom Peter confeſſeth to be the Sonneoſthe 
liuing Cod. For that confeſſion of Peter concerning le. 
ſus to bee that Chriſt the Sonne of the liuing God, is the 
rocke whereupon the Church is builded: for (as Saint Paw 
expoundeth and affirmeth) Other foundation can noni, 
but that which is laid alreadie ; namelie, Ieſus Chtiſt. And 
in another place hee ſaith expreſlie ; that that rocky was 
Chriſt, And Chriſt himſelſe affirmeth likewiſe, chat bu that 
heareth his wordes and doth chem, ts likened to one that by 
deth his houſe upon a roche ſheming thereby, that hand bi 
woriles and Doltrme, berthe roche, againit which thi gate 
heil ſhall neuer prenaile, anger -whereunto. ſpeaketi 
Saint Paul againe, hen hee faich, that the Chatch-is 
builded vpn the foundation of the Prophets ani eApefith 
Chrift loſus himſelf beeing the head one in the corner, 
Where chen ſhall wee id that Peter a made Prins of 
the Apoſtles, to rule ouer all the reſt} as the Poe 00 
doth ? The Papiſts anſwere, that in the next wards,whep 
Chriſt gaue vnto Peter by ſpeciall name, the ke1esof bite 
ding and looſing, hee thereby made Per ihe prince aud 
vniuerſall Biſhop of the whole Church. Aut here ute lia. 
that Chriſt therein gaue no authotitie more to Peary hes 
to the teſſ chat at this time the keyes werte not giuen to 
him, nor to the reſt; onelie there „ais gag 
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' buld bee given : for the words be not in the preſent tenſe, 
Dy u / — vnto thee ii but in the future — tibi, i 
pillgine buto thee which promiſe of Chtiſt was afterward 
quly performed 5 and when it was performed, the keyes, 
ther is, the power of binding and looſing finners, was gi- 
inn not onely to Peter, but to Peter and all the reſt toge- 
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ther; as Saint John in his Goſpell cleerely declareth and a- Iehu 20.22.24, 


wucheth. No becauſe Peter was the man that gaue an- 
ſuere for himſelfe and the reſt, thetefore our Sauiour Chriſt 
hoke perſonally vnto Peter, and ſo both Cyprian and Au- 
ſaſtin do expound and declare it. Other wiſe, neither in the 
gromile of the keies, nor yet in the receite of the ſame did 
peter receiue any more authoritie or ſuperioritie then the 
rt of the Apoſtles did. I grant hee was called primus, be- 
auſe hee was of che firſt that was called to the Apoſtleſhip; 
erbecauſe hee was the firſt of all the Apoſtles, that conſeſ- 
eu Cxriſt to bee the Meſſias and Sonne of the living God; 
orbecauſe dee was readieſt alwaies to ſpeake and anſwere. 
het all this doth not prooue that hee had authoritie ouer 
be teſt, or a larger commiſſion then the reſt. Vea the 
wordes of their commiſſion doe ſhew the contrary, name- 
y that they had all equall authoritie: for it was thus made 
mto them all indifferentlie, and without putting a diffe- 
race, namely; Goc yec and teachall Nations baptiæ ung t hem 
inthe name of the Father, and af the Sonne, and of the holy 
Ghoſt, reaching them to obſerue all things whatfoener I hae 
commended you Matth. 28.19.20, Runne ouer all that re- 
mineth written, and you ſhall find that Peter was one of 
tdetwelue, equall with the -reft, and their fellow, but not 
their Lord. Where was Peters ſuperiorie, when Paul re- 
dhim to his face? Galath. 2.11. when being accu- 

hee pleadeth no priuiledge,but forthe cleering of him- 
ſelſe, and fatisfaRtion of others, hee anſwereth to that accu- 
lation? Where was Peters authority ouer the reſt, when 
thereft ſent him and John vnto Samaria? Acts the eleuenth 
Chapter, the third and fourth verſes: and alſo in Acts the 
tight Chapter, and the fourteenth verſe, In that hee went 
&their ſendin g hee plainly ſhewerh cache had no — 
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R Om. 
nence ot au 
ritie, when ina Counecll held at Ieruſalem, where the Apo. 
files were, yet not Peter, but James ruled the action, and ac. 
cording to his ſentence was the Decree made, AG. 1543. 
Ce. Vea, l ſay moreover,that when there was contentions. 
mongſt the Apoſtles, who ſhould be chiefe amongſt then, 
Chriſt told them plainly, that Kings of Nations might beere 
rule ouer their people, and that great men vnder 2 
might like Wiſe exerciſe aui horitis ouer other, but ſo mightmt 
they doe one ouer another, Luk. 22. 25. 26. &c. But thegreaf 

them ſhould be as the leaſt, and as a ſeruant: yea. ſhould 
be the leaſt, and ſhonld be a ſeruant, as it is declared in Math, 

20.25.26, and in Marke 10.42.43. 

If the greateſt muſt be as the leaſt, what authority hath 
he aboue the leaſt? For then hath the leaſt as great authoci. 
tie as the greateſt : that is, they haue all equall auihoritie 
I marueile therefore what the Pope and Papiſts mane, 

con- 


contrarie to the tenour of the Commiſſion of Chriſt, 
trary to che practiſe of Peter himſelſe, and contrarietothis 
decree made by Chriſt of their equalitie, to ſay botwiib- 
ſtanding that Peter was prince of the Apoſtles, andhad au- 
thoritic ouer them all; when as indeed it is manifeſt by al 
the Scriptures and courſe of his life, he neithet claimed nor 
had any authority ouer the reſt, more then the reſt had ouet 
him, and conſequently the Pope of Rome can neuer elaime 
that as ſucceſſor to Peter, which was neuer in Peter his ſup- 
poſed predeceſſout. 
The Papiſts perceiving that the Scriptures make nothing 
for them, but againſt them, (becauſe they would have 
the matter coloured with ſome antiquitie, or ſhew of anti- 
quitie at the leaſt) haue deuiſed ſome counterfeitand for- 
ged Authors,(as eAnacletw, and Anicetiu, and ſuch like) 
to ſpeake ſomething for them. But the ſalſehood of al 
thoſe, is diſcouered by other writers (if theybe well mar- in 
ked.) In 2 — . — a matter odious ſa I inf 
any to take vpon him to bee Biſhop oſ Bi 28 
reth by chat — which hee cried in — ler. 2 
thage. It was likewiſe decread in the Afticanc Councell, 
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alfof his prouince, and not exceed his bounds zas like. 
wiſe the Biſhops of Antioch, Ieruſalem, and Conſtanti- 
nople were to doe the like. Ocher Councels did affirme as 
much, (which becauſe they are ſufficiently knowne, Ineed 
not to tecite.) But they all ſhew, that at thoſe times the Bi- 
ſhop of Rome had no greater iuriſdiction then within his 
owne prouince,and that hee could not meddle within the

equallro the Biſhop of Rome, The title of Vniuerſall Bi- 
ſhop, was much defired of /ob» Biſhop of Conſtantinople, 
id much contention there was about it: but it was neuer 
obtained of the Biſhop of Rome, vntill the time of Bom 
fer the third, who procured that title of Phocas that wie- 
led Emperour of Rome: after which, the Biſhops of Rome 
never ceaſed ſtill to augment their dignitie, and increaſe 
thepride of the Romiſh Sea. And even at that very firſt 
time when John Biſhop of Conſtantinople, fought to get 
that title of yvniuerſall Biſhop to his Sea, Gregorie then Bi- 
ſhop of Rome, did himſelfe Rand againſt it mightily, and 
afirmed that he could bee no leſſe then Antichriſt whoſoe- 
verdid rake vnto him that title. Firſt therefore it is mani- 
fe that vntill the time of Gregerie Biſhop of Rome, au vni- 
uerfall Biſhop was not heard of in the Church, and Bor- 
facethe third was the firſt Biſhop of Rome that got this ti- 
te, which was about fixe hundred yeeres after Chriſt, And 
belides, how will the Biſhop of Rome that now is, auoide 
himſelſe to bee Antichriſt, fth by the expreſſe determinati-

And 
againe, Ged is our Saniour, not for any workes whichwe ban 
done, but according to his own mercie he hath ſaued vs It x, 
And diuers other like places be. Wherefore Saint Hilene 
hath theſe very words (which we hold) Sola fide: inflificat: 
Faith only doth inſtifi*, And Ambroſe among other ſenten- 
ces hach this: Non iuſtificari hominem apud Deum' nifi yu 
fidem : That aman is not inſtified before God, but by faith: 
which is as much, as Faith onely doth iuſtiſie before 
Saint Baſil doth ſay, that ths is perfect and ſound 
God, when a man doth not boaſt of his owne righteouſneſe, 
knowetb that hee wanteth in himſelfe true -righteonſueſſe,and 
that hee is inſtified by faith grely. And Gregerie Neri 
ſaich, that /o beleeue only, is ri Gomes Andtherefore it i 
euident both by the expteſſe teſtimonie of the Sc 
and of the Fathers, that wee hold the truth in this behalt, 
and that the Church of Rome is in a marueilous'crror.

4 Saint Paul. 2. Theſ. a. . ſheweth by his name, that hee 
that he ſpeaketh of, ſhould be 5 4%, that is, a law/efſe perſor, 
or one ſubielt to no lam; which is alſo manitet y verified in 
the Pope;for no lawes will hold him, neither diuine nor hu. 
atene:tor hee claimeth to be aboue them all, and to change 
ind alter what he liſt, and when he liſt, and to whom he liſt: 
which the gloſſe ypon the Dteretals doth teſtifie, ſaying 
las of the Pope; Legi non ſubiacet vlliothat is, He ij not ſub- 
ill to any law. What is this elſe but to bei π] a lawleſſe 
perſon, euen the very ſame whom Saint Paul ſpeakoth off: *- 

5 Saint /obn in his Reuelations doth pourtray Anti- 
drift and his ſeate, by the name of the great whore, with 
whom haue commit ted fornication the Kings of the earth, ard 
the inhabitants of the earth bane beeme drunkewith the wine of 
ler fornication, I his women is that great Citie, which bad do- 
mon ouer the Kings of the earth, at the time of this Reuela- 
tion, as Saint Hobs expreſly affirmeth,Revel.17.18.It is well 
knowne, thatthere was — other Citie which raigned 
ouer the Kings ofthe earth, but onely Rome: and therfore - 
Rome onely is and muſt needes bee the ſeate of Antichriſt : 
fornoother can bee by this euident and plaine deſcripti- 
on of Saint lobn:for Rome was the onely Citie of the world 
that raigned ouer the Kings of the earth, the head whereof * 
wasthenthe Emperor,but now the Pope;forthe condition - 
ofthe firſt beaſt(namely of the Roman Empire Ciuill)is al- 
tered & changed into an rr ical and Roman _—

6 Saint Job in his Reuclation, 13. 11. ſaw a beef iguy. 
ext of the Earth, which bad two bornes libe the Lambo, but l 
ſpake Ike the Dragon: and then al that is ſpokewof this beaf 
doth fitly and onely agree to that man of Rome the Pope; 
who though in ſhew he were the Lambe : for whatis more 
mild or humble then to call himſelſe, the ſeruant of theſer. 
uants of God? Yet indeed hee plaieth the part of ihe Un. 
on, or Diuell, having learned this cunning of Satan; who 
— he be never ſo bad a ſpirit, yet wil transforme him- 
ſelſe into an Angell oflight,to deceiue ſoules:⁊. Cor. 15.14 
as the Apoſtle ſneweth. But here is Miſdem, ſaith lob in that 
Reuelation: Let him that hath any wit, count the number of 
the beaſt, for it is the number of a man, and his number is 666. 
Now becauſe the number of this wicked beaſt containeth 
ſixe hundred ſixtie and ſixe, [renews thinketh that this Anti. 
chriſtian beaſt ſhould be . chat is, a man of Italie. for 
the number of the beaſt is ſer downe in great letters, & chi 
Greeke word ¶ Lateinat) doth make vp the iuſt number of 
ſixe hundred fixty fixe, which is the number of the beaſts 
name. If any doe thinke, that though this Reutlation were 
written in Greeke, as being the more knowne and comms 
language, yet y it was vttered to S.{oby in Hebrew,becaule 
the Hebrew tongur is the holy tongue: & that John himſelf 
was an Hebrew or Ie by nation, and y likewiſe diuem fie · 
brew words are found in the Reuelatiõ :(whoſe opinion is 
not vnlikely, but very probableʒ) · then let him ſecke dut an 
Hebrew word which containeth that iuſt number, & here- 
in he need not to ſearch far, or to ſtudy much vpon ihe ma- 
ter:for the Hebrew word Romi h that is Rotanuwnwman of 
Rome, in Engliſh)dothin choſe Hebrew letters containe the 
juſt number of ſixe hundred fixty fix, which is ꝙ number of 
the name of that Antichtiſtian beaſt. And ſo by the pumber 
ofthe tame to be accounted, eicher by Greeke letters ot hy 
Hebrew letters, it is perfedlly agreeing to that A ar of Rowe 
the Pope. Al the markes agreeing to Antichriſi(wharſoever 
they be) are found fully & only accompliſhed in the Pope 
and therefore there is no doubt but hee is that notable An- 
tichritt, of whom Paul and Saint Job inis Reuelation do 
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teflifie; and the Church m. 


Church of Antichriſt, is iuſtly forſaken, and for euer to bee 
forſaken of all Chriſtians, as they tender their ſaluation in 
leu Chriſt: to whom only they haue betrothed thelſelues, 
nd to whom they muſt remaine conſtant for euermore ; 
which God grant vs all to doe:Amen,

woher. In the meane time their argument is nothing worth:
